White and khaki suits are about 
the only kind worn in Java. The | 
white drill is made up into regula- | 
tion style two-piece sults, but the 
so-called “tutup” (meaning “closed 
up”) coat, which is clobely buttoned 
up to the chin but is worn witbout 
shirt or collar or tic, is yery popular 
there and still more so in the Malay 
States. The collar is quite stiff, with 
two buttons or studs, and the front 
ofthe coat has five to seven buttons. 
These are sometimes sewed on, 
sometimes detachable like those used 
with white and coiored waistcoats, 
only larger, Many use silver nuggets 
or brass plated with gold instead of 
the flat pearl button. 

These sults are very comfortable 
and cool, as there {* nothing else 
worn on the upper bedy except what 
is known bere aa the singlet, an ua- 
dersbirt of cotton or wool, . The

Nationalism had its genesis in 1900 when 
Henri Bourassa withdrew from the Liberal par- 
ty because he would not support the proposal’ 
of the Laurier government to send a Canadian 
contingent to assist Britain in the war in South 
Africa. 

Nationalism was an insignificant force un- 
til the Laurier navy bill was introduced in 
1909. They made common cause with the Con-’ 
servative opposition in opposing the Laurier 
navy bill. In the election campaign of 1911 a 
hard and fast allfance was formed between Na- 
tionalist and Conservative. The Conservatives 
financed the Nationalist campaign and the a)- 
liance came out of the campaign in Quebec 
Province with twenty-two Nationalist and five 
straight Conservative seats. ; ; 

That campaign and support gave National- 
ism its real start and present prestige. Had it 
not been for this encouragement Nationalism 
would today be a spent and discredited force. 
But encouraged and fostered as it was, Nation- 
alism has flourished and-spread. 

Its principle of no assistance to Britain in 
European wars has caught on and spread am- 
ong the ignorant habitants until it is today the 
accepted creed of the great majority of the: 
people of Quebec.

His 
Grat notable achievement was the re- 
govery from his enemies of the town 
of Tepeleni, of which his father had 
been_bey, and, after: he had made 
himself secure in his new possession, 
in characteristic fashion, he entered 
upon the first of those astute negotia- 
tions with Constantinople, 
he afterwards became famous. 
by the Sultan.to chastise the rebel- 
Nous Pasha of Scutari. He fulfilled 
his commission with the utmosi 


thoroughnessand then, to his hor-| 
Pasha of; 


ror, discovered that the 
Delvion also was rebelifous;and in 
need of chastisement, and so he chas- 
tised bim.

!\ For his signal services, the Sultan 
@ppointed him “lieutenant to the 
Dewand Pasha of Rumelia. One of 
his first duties was to suppress brig- 
andage, and this gave him the oppor- 
tunity he sought. He exacted large 
tribute from the brigands, in ex- 
change for leaving them alone, 
whilst he silenced all complaints on 
the shores of the Bosphorus by dik 
Patching to Constantinople a geher- 
ous share of bis gains.. Finally, is 
1788, he was nominated to the pash- 
alik of Janina, and this marked the 
first great period in his career, From 
the high places of Janina, All Pasha 
began to enlarge the borders of h®@ 
ambitions. His model was the fam- 
ous Dey of Algiers, and he dreamed 
of the establishment in the Mediter- 
ranean of a great sea power,-which 
should embrace, not only all Al- 
bania, but Thessaly and Greece as 
well, An opportunity soon opened 


jout to him to make, at any rate, a 


beginning. The Venetian Republic, 
which had hitherto prevented his 
march on the coast, had been blotted 
out by Napoleon, ‘and its extinction 
offered All Pasha bis great chance. 
With supreme disregard of Constan- 
tinople, he opened negotiations with 
Napoleon; professed a passion for 
republican ideas, and was ultimately 
{ntrusted with the work of suppres- 
sing the “aristocratic” tribes of the 
coast, { 

Some two years later, however, he 
was fighting with equal fervor 
against the Freneb, and managing, 
in spite of his many enemies at Con- 
ateatingele to retafn the confidence 
of the Sultan. The first years of the 
nineteenth century found him at the 
beight of his power. His court at 
Janina was the center of a strange 
semibarbaric culture, and, as has 
been said, many travelers ‘Visited the, 
city, ahd left descriptions of what 
they saw. Throughout his domin- 
fons, for so they might justly be 
called, Alf’ Pasha maintained an ef- 
fective, though: savage, discipline, 
and a thousand ballads were woven 
tound him extolling bis prowess. 
Even to-day, his portrait is still a 
treasured possession in the cottage 
of many a mountaineer. The end of 
it all was the end that might have 
been expected. Ali's authority grad- 
ually came to overshadow completely 
that of the Sultan, .nd at last the 
Sultan determined to put an end to 
it.. For two.years the ruler of 
Janina held his own against all the 
resources of the Ottoman Empire, in 
spite of the defection of’his vassals, 
but, in the end, he was obliged. to 
submit, and an assassin’s blow, as he 
left.the Grand Vizier's tent, after 
negotiating terms of surrender, end- 
td in violence a career given over td 
little else. As for Janina,.it grad- 
ually sank back into the comparative 
obscurity in which All Pasha, at the 
threshold of his career, bad found 
it. Always, to a large extent, Greek 
in population, its capture by the 
Gteeks, during the Balkan wars of 
four years ago, was hailed with spe- 
clal rejoicing in Athens. The town 
was formally ceded to Greece by the 
Treaty of Bucharest, and now it has 
been occupled bythe Italians, “In 
order to keep open a way through to 
the Allies in Macedonia.”

The Use of Opium. 


Opium is the dried juice of the 
white poppy, a flower that grows in 
many parts of Asia. A few days after 
the flowers have fallen off the plants 
men go through the flelds in the af- 
ternoon and make lttle cuts in the 
poppy-head. Out of these cuts a 
milky juice oozes, which dries into 
a brown sticky paste, Every morn- 
ing the men go through the fielde 
again and scrape off this paste, which 
they put into jars. Later on it is 
made into half-pound balls and then 
Packed for shipment. In China it is 
usually-used for smoking, either 
with tobacco or pure, In’ America 
and in Europe it is used chiefly for. 
making laudanum and paregoric.

+ It is almost as essential that boats for lake 
traffic be stoutly built and seaworthy as ft is for 
trans-oceanic travel. The storms that arise; 
come up with startling suddenness and without 
warning. They are .sometimes violent and 
powerful in effect. More than two hundred gal- 
lant sailors lost their lives in one storm in the 
late fall of 1915 when a large number of steel 
freight-carriers foundered in Lake Huron. 

A boat may escape the terrors of such tem-, 
pests for many years, if luck is good, and then | 
finally come to grief, as was the case with the 
Alexandria. The general calmness and trust- 
worthiness of these huge inland seas are what 
deceive and cause experienced mariners to. grow 
careless and indifferent.

RUINED TRENT. VALLEY 


The ‘Canadian Forestry Journal 
advisea:' Of the 1,171,614 ‘acres in 
the lower Trent watershed, eighty- 
three per cent are still forest cover- 
ed, but only 7oo acres are virgin 
forest. Less than 90,000 acres have 
heen moderately culled. The rest 
have been severely, culled and are 
therefore in unmerchantable condi- 
tion. Nearly 60,000 acres are waste 
lands; the result of fires. Some 
580,000 acres are covered with young 
and second growth trees. Less than 
12 per cent are farmed. 

The bulk of the country involved 
should be placed in, and managed as 
a permanent forest reserve for the 
growing of timber. The Provincial 
Government stil] controls about one- 
third of the area, partly under timber 
licenses, partly in cancelled and a- 
bandoned lots. The municipalties 
are naturally closely interested in 
seeing as much of their land as pos- 
sible put to profitable use in order to 
reduce the individual. tax assess- 
ment and at the same time to permit 
of a higher degree of civilizetion 
through insreased industrial activi- 
tles and educational facilities. 

Private landlords will be benefited 
by better protection. -Permanent 
manufactures can be established, tn- 
dustrial development will increase, 
and the public at large will gain in 
prosperity.

According to D, Thomas Curtis, 
author of The Land of Deepening 
Shadow” (a study of actual condi- 
tions in Germany at the third year 
of war), the jubilation over real and 
imagined victories there is growing 
wilder and wilder as'the menace of 
starvation become more and more 


“Though all Germans, with the 
exception of a few profiteers, are 
grumbling at the length of the war, 
it must not be suppesed that they | 
have lost hope. In fact their 
grumblings are punctuated frequent-| 
ly by very bright hopes. When; 
Douvaumont fell, food troubles were 
forgotten. The bells rang, the flags 
were unfurled, faces brightened, 
crowds gathered before the maps 
and discussed the early fall of Ver- 
dun and the ‘collapse of France. 
Again I heard'on every hand the 
echo of the boasts of the first year of 
the war. 

“The glorious manner in which 
France hurled back the assault was 
making itself felt in Germany with a 
consequent depression over food 
shortage when the greatest naval 
victory in history—soa we gathered, 
at least, from the German reports— 
ralsed the spirits and hopes of the 
people so high that they fully be- 
lieved that the blockade had been 
smashed. On the third day of the 
celebration, Saturday, June 3rd, I 
rode ina tram from Wilmersdorf, a 
suburb ii Berlin, to the heart of the 
city through miles of streets flaring 
with a solid mass of color, From 
nearly every window and balcony 
hung .penannots of red, white, and 
black. Even the ancient horse "buses 
rattled through the streets with 
fings of Germany and her allies on 
each corner of the roof. The news- 
papers screamed headlines = of 
triumph, nobody could settle down to 
business, the faces one met were 
wreathed in smiles, complaining was 
forgotten, the assurance of final vic- 
tory was In the very air, 

“Unter den Linden, the decora- 
tions on which were so thick tbat in 
many cases they screened the build- 
ings from which they bung, was par- 
ticularly happy. Knots of excited 
men stood discussing the defeat of 
the British Fleet. Two American 
friends and I went from the street of ; 
beppy and confident talk into the | 
Zollernhof restaurant, With the din 
of the celebrations over the ‘lifting! 
of the blockade’ ringing in our ears 
from the street, we looked on the 
bill of fare, and there, for the first : 
time, we saw Boiled’ Crow.” :

It is 
valuable in high explosives, and it 
has other uses in war But this is 
not all. It takes the glace of plati- 
num in the compounding of chemi- 
tals used for dyes, while it has also 
been found effective as a support of 
the Miament of electric lamps. Its 
possibilities, however, are only be- 
ginning to make. themselves known.

Gallant Prince Edward Boy Won D. 
O.M.—Unaided He Bombed 
Nest of Germans 


No. 413,105, Sergt. J..B. Babcock, 
who enlisted from Prince Edward 
county has received the distinguish- 
ed conduct medal for capturing 41 
Germans and-an officer. He was 
searching for snipers, and entered a 
cellar. He found the German party of 
forty-two within and single handed 
captured them by making them file 
out at thé front of his bayonet. 

Speaking of this exploit a corres- 
pondent at the front sends the fol- 
lowing story: : 2 

“In the battle about Langemarck, 
on the opening of the latest offensive 
this young officer and 20 Somerset 
men had got throogh Langemarck 
and were forging ahead along the 
road to the north when they en- 
countered two strong, concrete re- 
doubts, one behind the other, which 
were still firing into the town. . The 
Somersets surrounded the first re- 
doubt, and, although under a cruel 
fire, assaulted it with bombs and 
machine guns and forced the garri- 
son of thirty Germans to surrender. 
They then started: for the second re- 
doubt. One by one they fell, and 
when finally the stronghold was 
reached there remained only six men 
and the youthful leader. 

The| officer’ hurled two bombs 
through a narrow opening into the 
“redoubt and threw two more a- 
gainst the steel door but without 
effect. Rushing up to the door he 
hammered with his fist and called 
out fiercely for the Germans to sur- 
render. Thereupon followed a re- 
markable scene, the door being 
thrown open and 42 Germans filing 
out with hands raised. With them 
wos a Yorkshire man, who was 
wounded and taken prisoner two or 
three days before.

{arms, and, on the 24th of December, 


Saxon and Hanoverian troops march- 
ed into Holste.n in the name of the 
German Confederation. Great Brit- 
ain and Russia strongly protested, 
and it is probable that if, at (bis time, 
Denmark had withdrawn from Sch- 
leawig, under protest, the powers 
would have restored that duchy to 
ber, and that an agreement would 
have been reached whereby Schies- 
wig would have been constituted an 
integral’part of the Danish kingdom. 
This, however, was just whgt Bijs- 
marck, “the only.man who knew 
what he wanted.” most desired to 
avoid, and he did all ib his power to 
keep Denmark defiant. He made the 
Copenhagen Government believe that 
Great Britain had threatened Pru 

sia with. {intervention should hostill- 
tes be opened; and the strategem 
succeeded. Denmark stood firm, 
and on February Ist, 1864, the Aus- 
trian and German forces crossed the 
Eider, Even then, however, there 
were several months of negotiations. 
It was not untill June 24th that ‘Aus- 
tria and Prussia, having entered 
upon a new agreement whereby the 
duchies were to be completely separ- 
ated from Denmark, embarked ov 
the famous Seven: Days’ War, which 
brought about the defeat of the little 
kingdom. So far as Denmark was 
concerned, the Schleswig-Holstein 
question was settled then. So far a3 
Prussia and Austria were -concernad, 
it was not settled until two years

this section {s not favorable for big 
crops of potatoes but it is permit- 
ting the farmers to take care of their; 
harvest in record time. James R. 
Anderson of Mountain View and 
quite a number of the other farmers 
of the district have not only finished 
cutting but now - have the: entire 
crop safely housed. 

All Teports that we have heard 
are uncommonly optimistic. Barley, 
fall wheat and rye are fine and the 
oat ‘harvest will be considerably a- 
bove the average.

To afford the shipper the protec-

“The speed with which Canada re- 
sponded to the frst call {s even more 
remarkable than its numerical show. 

Great Britain entered the war 
on August 4, 1914. Canada at that 
time had a nominal standing army, 
which was shipped to Bermuda.

In 
February of 1915 practically all of

The railroads were 
not prepared to carry troops for mo- 
bilization and there was no military 
transports. But in two and a half 
months an army twics the size of 
Pershing's punitive expedition — 
which, by the way, is almost the en- 
tire mobile army of the United 
States—was raised, equipped, train- 
ed and transported to the front, The 
railroads had been organized for the 
transportation of troops and suffi- 
cient shipping to carry the division 
overseas had been commandeered. 
Red tape was slashed and the ob- 
structionists were silenced.” 

Mr, McGeehan thinks that the 
soul of Canada shines most serenely 
at the University Guild at Ottawa, 
where men who hare been so injured 
at the war that they are unable to 
return to their former occupations 
are being prepared for other work.

Purely economically and also mor- 
ally, of course, the “booze” question 
has been a puzzle to me ever since 
I came from the west to reside in a 
rural community in the Eest. We 
have our heavy drinkers in the West, 
of course, Our frontier towns with 
the main street facing the railroad, 
are usually a raw of low saloons and 
lower dives. And the wildly, hilar- 
fous “shooting-up” of Western cow- 
boys and miners came as regularly 
as the big pay envelope; but “booze” 
there was a pastime, not a vocation, 
and a religion as I am sorry to say 
It {s among the rural workers, mill 
hands and miners of the East. In the 
old days in the West, temperance 
legislation was unknown. Today, 
temperance legislation is almost uni- 
versal. Yet, the consumption of 
strongly alcoholic drinks has increas- 
ed in a way to create a public nuls- 
ance; so that now you find big busi- 
ness—mill owners, mine owners, rail 
road operators — solidly arrayed a- 
gainst drink purely on economic 
grounds, f 

It fs, of course, idle for the saloon 
people to declare that the temper- 
ence legislation has created the ex- 
cess drinking, because it Is illicit and 
inregulated. It fs just as erroneous 
or the antj-saloons to say that tem- 
perance legislation has diminished 
drinking. It hasn't. Drinking has 
increased to a total that fs simply 
staggering for the year—io a total 
in dollars equal ito a Liberty Loan. 
When you find a ‘universa) economic 
effect, you will usually find a uni- 
versal economic cause behind It, and 
I prefer to go gunning for thit fact 
rather than to swallow ready made 
arguments. So when the food bill had 
incontrovertibly proved the univer- 
sality of the economic curse drink- 
ing had become among employers as 
well as employees, 1 went straight 
to the big distillers, laid the facts on 
the table and asked them why. For 
instance, in my own case—and noth-

Of course he was 
soon caught, for his enemies meant 
business, and although the king, when 
he found how be had been entrapped, 
labored till the going down of the sun 
to deliver Daniel, his love was power- 
{eas against the law, which had to take 
{ts course, and soon Daniel is in the 
den of Hons, and the stone upon the 
mouth of the den Is sealed with the 
king’s own signet, It may have been 
that Danlel’s enemies made merry over 
their success [n getting him out of the 
way; but, [f 90, they were an illustra- 
tion of Job xx, 6, “The triumpbing of 
the wicked is short.” ‘ 
The king, who sought to comfort 
Danlel with the assurance, “Thy God 
whom thou servest continually, He 
will deliver thee” (verse 16), passed a 
sleepless night, fasting,.and very early 
ln the morning was at the den of lions, 
crying with a lamentable volce, “Ob, 
Daniel, servant of the Living God, is 
thy God, whom thou servest continual- 
ly, able to deliver thee from the Ions?” 
(Verse 20.) What a burden must bare 
rolled from the king’s heart when he 
beard the volce of Daniel assuring bim 
that God had gbut the Mons’ mouths 
and they bad not burt him! Quickly 
Daniel is taken from the den, and no 
manner of burt was found upon him, 
because be believed in his God (rerses 
22, 23). It was truly a good morning 
for Danfel, reminding us of the morn- 
ing that will soon dawn for all the 
People of God (Pa,”xlvi, 5, margin;

enemy.

from thirteenth century designs. 

The history of the cathedral ' of 
Rheims may be sald properly to date 
from the fifth century, cven though 
the structure was not begun until 
more than.700 years later. It was 
Christmas day of the year 496 that 
St. Remiginus baptized Clovis and 
anointed’ him king of the Franks in 
the little basilica which stood on the 
alte now occupied by edral. 
Upon that’ occasion, according to 
legend, a dove flew down from heav- 
en bearing a vase (Ampulla Remen- 
sis), filled with inexhaustible oil, 
with which the king was christened. 
This sacred vessel was retained in 
the cathedral and offered the excuse 
for holding the subsequent corona- 
tions at Rheims, It was shattered 
during the French revolution, but a 
fragment containing a particle of the 
oll was supposed to have been pre- 
served and placed in a new ampoule, 
which was used for the last time at 
the coronation of Charles X, in 1825. 

After Clovis, Pepin the Short wag 
crowned at Rheims: by Pope Stephen 
11.; Charlemagne, by Pope)Leo Ill, 
and Louis the Debonnair by Pope 
Stephen IV. Beginning with the 
Capetian dynasty all the kings of 
France were crowned either in’ the 
earlier church, which occupled the 
site, or in the present cathedral, ex- 
cept’ Hugh Capet, who was anointed 
at Noyon; Henry IV., who was in- 
vested at Chartres; Napoleon, who 
crowned himself in the“Cathedral of 
Notre Dame, in Paris, and Louis 
XVHL, Louls Philippe, and Napol- 
eon IIL, none of whom was ever for- 
mally crowned. 

In all thig long line of Rheims 
coronations’the most famous was 
that of Charles VII, who - received 
the kingdom of France at the hands 
of the most heroic feminine figure of 
all history, Joan of Are. At 
coronation of this unworthy monarch 
the Maid of Orleans stood. holding 
the ‘standard of France and at the 
conclusion of the ceremony she knelt, 
and, embracing his knees, .said, 
“Noble king, now is accomplished the 
wil! of God, which commanded me to 
oring you to this city of Rheims to 
receive your holy unction—now that 
you are at last king and that the 
kingdom of France is yours,” 

The great organ of the’ Rheims 
cathedral was installed in. 1481 (the 
year of the great fire), by the master 
Eats ment maker, -Oudin’ Hestre. 
the most highly: prized ‘ pos-
